THAT SECOND SUMMER. 
HILE the second summer is a 
far healthier period than the 
first, it is not free from health 
hazards. In fact, the entire 
second year is an important period in the 
health history of the child. 

Many of the teeth come through in that 
year, What is more important, the qual- 
ity of the permanent teeth forming in 
the gums is largely determined by what 
happens in that year. The child grows 
about ‘four and a half inches in length 
and about six pounds in weight between 
twelfth and the twenty-fourth 
months. This means an increase of more 
than a third of an inch m length and a 
pound in weight per month. There is 
considerable growth in some of the very 
important organs of the body. 

These enormous increases in weight 
and height and in the size of organs 
throw a heavy burden on the digestive 
organs. The child that is improperly fed 
as to articles of diet or as to eating 
habits is liable to develop diarrhoea or 
indigestion or some nutritional disease, 
or to stop growing. 


_ — 
The death rate and the sickness rate 
of second year children are low, but they 
can be made lower still. The Massachu- 
setts-Halifax health commissioner, in an 
effort to make ‘second year baby life 
in Halifax more secure, issued leaflets 
as a means of persuading mothers to 
feed their second year children property. 
They advise the following for an average 
child, 12-14 months old. 
Six to eight ounces milk, whole wheat 
bread or biscuit, butter: 
9 a. m.—Fruit juice and water. 
10 a. m.—Two to four tablespoonfuls of 
a well cooked cereal with milk. One 
four inch slice of bacon. Whole wheat 
bread and butter. Eight ounces of milk.

Divorce is practically unobtainable 


unless inconstancy has been proven. 


In many cases both man and wife de- 
sire a divorce, but may have no other 
ground than incompatibility of tem- 
perament. 

In such case the principals often 
“frame up” grounds. 

The procedure is always the same. 
A lawyer is hired. He arranges the 
affair. The husband first “deserts ”’ 
his wife. He takes another residence. 


(The law requires that she make efforts 


to recover his love. SHé writes him 
a formal letter, pleading for his re 
turn. He sends a formal answer, 
swearing that he will never return. 

Both letters are later produced in 
evidence. 

Next the husband must send her a 
letter notifying her he has been in- 
constant. Usually this takes the.form 
of a hotel bill, showing that he stopped 
at some inn with another woman. 
These women, it has been charged, are 
hired by lawyers in many cases pure- 
ly te supply the necessary evidence.

The groundwork of what now is known as the Darwinian theory of evolu- 
tion was laid in Mr. Darwin’s first great book, “The Origin of Species,” 
which was published on Nov. 24, 1859, when he was 60 years old. It was a 
best seller from the instant the first copy left the binder’s hands. By evening

the day sale the first edition of 1,250 copies had been exhausted. 
The book was the result of twenty-two years of observation and thought, and 
of perhaps the marvelous and fruitful genius for the correlation of data 


that the mind of man ever had exercised. The date of its appearance—Nov. 24, 
1859, is worth pinning in memory. A thousand years from now mankind will 
be remembering it with Oct. 12, 1492. On each date a new world swung into 
men’s ken: Darwin's was far, far the vaster. 

Twelve years. later—1871—“ The Origin of Species” was followed by 
“The Descent of Man.“ in which the theory heralded in the “Origin” was 
developed more systematically and was illustrated by masses of data which 
constitute some of the most diverting, most instructive, most humane, and 
most ng reading to be found in the English language. It is a book 
that meets the supreme test of a great book: No man having read it is ever 
the same man again.

Conrads familiarity with American 
authors was brought up. He had read 
all of Mark Twain years ago— 
“Innocents Abroad,” “Innocents at 
Home,” “Huckleberry Finn,” and, 
best of all, “ Life on the Mississippi.” 
He recall the editions of the Mark 
Twain which he used to buy in 
London. Terrible things they were, 
bound in stiff, shiny boards, and “ Life 
on the Mississippi in that edition bore 
the title “A Mississippi Pilot." “He 
was a good pilot. I often thought of 
him on the Congo as we were looking 
for snags in that beastly river.“ 

The impression that every one who 
has had the good fortune of meeting 
Conrad has taken away with him is the 
simplicity ef greatness, a man who 
cares little or nothing for the clap- 
trap and mechanics of literature, 
but to whom the art of telling a story 
in precisely the way and the only way 
that that particular story should be 
told, is everything. In the presence 
of such greatness it was invarially 
the case that the ones who knew and 
loved the Conrad books best were the 
most completely tonguetied, and, as 
the lovable qualities of the man ap- 
peared in the course of his talk, their 
awe and reverence became the greater.
